Eighty-five 
Democrats—nine more than the necessary ' 
majority—answered to their names. Another 
Democrat reached the chamber after roll 
call.

It was rumored in La Salle street during 
the day that Porter had disappeared. This 
was denied by Attorney Elbridge Hanecy, 
At his residence it 
was said he had gone out of town tempo- 
rarily. 

So involved are Porter’s financial transac- 


tions that none of the lawyers in the case 


was able to estimate with any degree of ac- 
curacy the amount of his liabilities. The 
debts may reach $250,000. Porter maintained 


an expensive household and entertained lav- 


ishly. . 

The appointment of a receiver was made 
by Referee Frank L. Wean on an involuh- 
tary petition filed on Saturday in the United 
States District court. Attorney James A. 
Taylor is the receiver and Attorney Her- 
man Frank was appointed counsel for the re- 
ceiver, 


Petition Filed by Attorney Frank. 

The petition is merely a formal document 
giving the bankruptcy court jurisdiction of 
Porter's affairs. It was filed by Attorney 
Frank in behalf of Alex H. Stewart, Cisler 
and Serson and Truax, Greene & Co. Stew- 
art filed a claim of $580. The other two 
creditors filed claims of $54.68 and $12.25, re- 
spectively. The claims are for merchandise 
purchased by Porter. 

With reference to Porter’s insolvency the 
petition reads: 

“Your petitioners further represent that 
the said Francis G. Porterisinsolvent. That 
he committed an act of bankruptcy on July 
28, 1913, by paying one Montague Ferry the 
sum of $271.30, with intent to prefer such 
creditor, and further on July 12, 1913, 
by paying to one W. T. Perkins the sum of 
$2,500, with intent to prefer such creditor.’ 

The W. T. Perkins named in the petition is 
the assistant cashier of the National City 
bank. Porter had several personal financial 
transactions with Mr. Perkins. 


Try to Unravel Affairs. 

Receiver Taylor,-with his counsel, went to 
work during the day in an effort to unravel 
Porter's financial transactions with a view 
to bringing order out of chaos. Attorney 
Frank said a complete statement of liabfli- 
ties may be drawn up today. 

It was said Porter hypothecated securities 
held in trust by his firm. Attorney Julius 
Moses, representing the firm, has been at 
work on the case several weeks. 

The result of his investigation, as far as 
it has progressed, indicates the firm wiil be 
held legally liable for large sums repre- 
sented by securities for which Porter may 


have executed receipts in the name of his. 
- firm. 


So far receipta to the amount of $35,000 
have come in, and the investigation has just 
begun. It was the discovery of these trans- 
actions that led to the rupture in the rela~-' 
tions between Porter and Smart. A dra- 
matic scene is said to have taken place in 
the brokerage office when Smart confronted 
Porter with the facts. 


Facts Kept from Partner. 

“ ‘There is nothing wrong with the affairs 
of the firm itself,” said Attorney Moses. * It 
is Porter’s personal affairs that are involved. 
It seems that Porter has executed receipts 


for securities in the name of the firm and | 


The 
liability against the partnership so far 
amounts to about $35,000. 

“The partnership has been dissolved. All 
deals of the firm on the board of trade have 
been transferred to other dealers.

Gust Penman, 
County Farmer’s Son, Sought 
as Murderer. 


VICTIWS BODY BURIED. 


Champaign, Ill., Aug. 12.—[Special.]—Gust 
Penman, son of a Champaign county farmer, 
is a fugitive charged with the murder of 
Harold Shaw, a young man of Urbana, whose 
body was discovered buried tonight on the 
Penman farm south of Philo 

An uncontrollable mania to become the 
owner of young Shaw’s racing car, for which 
he was dickering, is assigned as the motive 
for the alleged murder. Shaw was 20 years 
old and the only son of William T. Shaw, 
one of the wealthiest residents here. 

Since the mysterious disappearance of 
Shaw Saturday night, when he took Penman 
on a ride to discuss the terms of a prospect- 
ive purchase, his family and friends had been 
uneasy. Penman returned alone in the car, 
visited the elder Shaw and informed him 
that he had bought the machine. 

Penman and Racer Missing. 

The next day Penman himself disappeared 
in the racer. Suspicion pointed to him at 
once and was intensified when Newton Wim- 
mer, a neighbor, related that Penman had 
awakened him at 3 o’clock last Sunday morn- 
ing to borrow a spade, saying that cattle 
had broken a fence that had to be repaired. 

The borrowing of the spade gave the au- 
thorities a clew to look for a grave. The 
frenzied father, declaring that he had 
dreamed his son was murdered, insisted that 
a search be made. Accordingly Deputy 
Sheriff Evans went to the Penman farm. 

Without much trouble a newly made grave 
was discovered. Shaw’s body was found not 
quite four feet underground. There were 
marks on the face and head indicating that 
an iron bar had been the weapon used to kill. 


Penman’s Father Returning. 

Robert Penman, father of the fugitive and 
alleged murderer, is hurrying home from 
Missouri tonight. Brothers of young Pen- 
man were present when the discovery was 
made. Evidence pointed to the hand of their 
brother so strongly that they, too, were over- 
_come. 

Sheriff Davis tonight wired Ohio cities for 
the arrest of Penman. A post card, mailed 
in Hamilton, O., came to Philo today, ad- 
dressed to Penman, purporting to be from 
Shaw. It said: 

*“ Hello, Gussie; am visiting friends here 
and will go north in a few days to spend 
the summer. Will let you know my address. 
Don’t forget to send that money to father. 

** HAROLD.” 

The theory of the sheriff's office is that 
| the post card was forged by Penman to ac- 
| count for the absence of Shaw.

“ At 8:15 Penman returned, driving Shaw’s 
car. He was alone. 

“To my query, he replied that he had 
bought the car and had paid cash for it, and 
that they had driven to Villa Grove, where 
Shaw had taken a north bound train, an- 
nouncing his intention of taking a vacation. 

‘“‘I thought this very strange, as Shaw was 
without luggage, and anyway it was entirely 
unlike him to leave that way.” 


WHITE BOY’S PLEA WINS 
FREEDOM FOR NEGRO MAMMY. 


Thirteen Year Old Richard Whiting 
Tells Judge His Foster Mother Is the 
Only One in World Who Loves Him. 


Judge Dolan leaned over his desk in the 
Desplaines street station yesterday and re- 
garded a clean, well dressed white boy cling- 
ing affectionately to an aged negro woman. 
The negress, Mrs.’ Mary Whiting, had been 
haled before the court on a charge of disor- 
derly conduct, arising from a dispute over 
the ownership of a quilt. 

“ That boy oughtto be taken from this wom- 
an,” said Judge Dolan. *‘ He is white and she 
is black. He should be placed in different 
surroundings.” 

The boy, Richard, who during the thirteen 
years of his existence has known no other 
mother than the old negro ‘“‘ mammy,” buried 
his head on the old woman's breast. 

‘* Don’t take me away from mammy, Mr. 
Judge,’’ he sobbed. “ She is the only one in 
the world who cares anything for me.” 

He leaned over and kissed the old woman. 
She smiled. 

‘* Judge,”’ she said, “‘ this boy’s mother was 
Mary Chansing, a white girl. I don’t know 
who his father is. His mother came to my 
house one night thirteen years ago and died 
shortly after Richard was born. Ever since 
I have cared for him. We live at 1222 Fultog 
street.”’ 

The court discharged the woman and she 
walked out of the courtroom with her arm 
around the boy, who was smiling.

FROM ‘GRAY GHOST 


Crowd Helps Police Surgeon 


in Battle Over Car Vic- 
tim in Drug Store. 


SEIZE MAN BY THE HAIR. 


Dr. George U. Lipshutch, attached to the 
Sheffield avenue station, says the longest 
month he has put in as a police surgeon was 
three-quarters of an hour last night. 

The era began at 8:33% o'clock, when, ac- 
cording to the station register, a telephone 
call reported trouble at Fullerton avenue and 
Perry street. 

*“ And,’ said Dr. Lipshutch, “there sure 
was. When I got to the corner with the am- 
bulance, driven by Patrolman Walsh and 
manned by Patrolman Oeftering, I saw a 
crowd of 1,000 persons battering to get into 
a corner drug store, On the outskirts was 
the ‘gray ghost’ of the Chicago Railways 
company. With Oeftering, I left my ambu- 
lance and battled through the crowd into the 
drug store. I was a second too late. 


“Don’t Let Them Kidnap Him.” 

**On the floor of the drug store was an in- 
jured man, shrieking loudly; bending over 
him were Dr. L. H. Wolf of 1434 Fullerton 
avenue and two wf the crew of the ‘ eray 
ghost.’ As Oeftering and I were heaved 
through the crowd, toward the patient, men 
began to shout, ‘ Don’t let them kidnap him.’ 

‘‘A general engagement then began. I 
found myself crowded against Dr. Wolf. ‘I 
don't want any one to interfere with my 
patient!’ he yelled at me. 

In the confusion the ‘ gray ghost ’’ men had 
got the patient on a stretcher. “Holding it high 
above their heads, with the mob clawing at 
it, they managed to get one end into the 
‘gray ghost.’ Then a tall man in the crowd 
reached out, grabbed the patient by the hair, 
and so we rescued him.” 


Crowd Follows to House. 

*“‘ According to police regulations, we took 
the injured man to his house, which a woman 
who said she was his sister told us was 2240 
Ward street,”’ the doctor reaumed. 

‘ There I had another battle with Dr. Wolf. 
‘Keep out of here,’ he said. ‘ That’s my pe- 
tient.’ 

*T told him the police regulations required 
me to find out about the patient. Soon the 
friend and the police surgeon. 

* * He’s going to kidnap him,’ said the new- 
comers, pointing at me, and, I think, urged on 
by the men from the ‘ gray ghost’ and Dr. 
Wolf. Some of those outside suggested 
throwing stones in tones audible above the 
general racket. 

Shouts for Aid to Policeman. 

“Then I showed my star and shouted to 
Oeftering, whose helmet I could see floating 
on top of a wave of the crowd. They finally 
got calmed down and found out I wag their 
friend and the police surgeon. We went to 
look for the ‘ gray ‘ crew. 

“ They had sneaked off in the confusion and 
the tail lights of their auto were disappearing 
up the street. I have reported the matter 
to the chief police surgeon, as the regulations 
require, and when he gets back from his va- 
cation there may be more action.” 

The patient was, presumptively, ‘Charles 
Wurm, 2240 Ward street. It says so in the 
report. Detectives from the Sheffield avenue 
station are looking up his story that he was 
kicked in the unee and thrown froma car 
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short of the number needed to impeach.

Mrs. Sulzer’s statement was made, ac- 
cording to this story, to Senator Palmer. 
She is quoted as having told him yesterday 
afternoon. 

*“*I am wholly to blame for this whole 
affair.’ . 

Although the report was the property of 
everyone, apparently no one could be found 
who would be quoted as confirming it. Gov. 
Sulzer referred all inquiries to Senator Pal- 
mer, who declined either to confirm or deny 
it. He is reported as having told it to a se- 


lect coterie of the governor's supporters. 

According to other friends in whom Mrs. 
Sulzer has confided, she has said she used 
some of the governor’s campaign contribu- 
tions because she felt that the household 
‘‘ was in need of money.”’ 

Gov. Sulzer Demands Silence. 

The governor, last night's story said, knew 
nothing of his wife's dealings on the stock : 
exchange until shortly before ‘the -Frawley 
committee began its investigation. When he 
firsat heard the revelations, his friends say, 
he refused to believe them, ridiculed them ase 
hoax, and branded them as an attempt to se- 
cure his resignation. 

Later when it was seen that the Ffawley 
committee was in earnest in its investiga- 
tion, Mrs. Sulzer, it is declared, told the gov- 
ernor of her actions and volunteered to make 
a public statement detailing them. This Gov. 
Sulzer emphatically refused to permit. 

When the testimony concerning the Wall 
street transactions was brought out Mrs. 
Sulzer again insisted, according to the story, 
that she tell all and save her husband. 

On the advice of James Gay Gordon of Phil- 
adelphia, who was_Gov. Sulzer’s attorney in 
the Mignon Hopkins breach of promise case, 
and Attorney Louis Marshall, Mrs. Sulzer, it 
is seid, was persuaded to remain silent. 


Gave $900 to His Wife. 

It was also said by friends of the governer 
that during the campaign Mr. Suizer gave 
Mrs. Suizer $900 for personal expenses. She 
is said to have told her confidantes that this 
sum was invested with others in the stock 
market. The governor's friends thought that 
this would account for the $900 payment to 
Boyer, Griswold & Co., mention of which was 
made in the testimony before the Frawley 
committee. 

Since his occupancy of the executive office 
Gov. Sulzer has declared he has been subject 
to continual espionage. Spies invaded his 
household in New York before his inaugura- 
tion and followed him to Albany. 

Many private documents belonging both 
to the governor and Mrs. Sulzer have dis- 
appeared, ammong them being, according to 
Mrs. Sulzer’s friends, many which could be 
used ‘in substantiation of her story concern- 
ing her alleged use of the peer Sere cam- 
paign funds. 

Love letters written to her by the governor 
during their courtship also have disappeared 
recently, these friends assert.

Slight Fall of Rain Does No Good to

heat record was broken in Kansas today, 
when reports from the various government 
weather stations showed that the average 
temperatures were higher than on any pre- 
vious day of the year.

These two developments bear out the state- 
ment already made that President Wilson 
has reason to feel confident of the sympathy, 
if not the ective codperation, of the powers 
in his attempt at bringing »néeace to Mexico. 


Japan Rebuffs Huerta Move, 

The action of the Japanese government in 
refusing Gen. Diaz an audience with the 
mikado wes regarded here as evidencing the 
resentment of Japan at the temerity of the 
Huerta government in permitting pro-J.p- 
anese demonstrations and fomenting pro- 
Japanese talk in Mexico City and in Vera 
Cruz when it was known that these occur- 


ences would be construe@as anti-American 


in spirit. 

The demonstrations referred to came a few 
weeKs ago preceding, the arrival of the new 
‘Japanesé anibassador to Mexico. The pro- 
Japanesé- talk was regarded here as purely 
artificial and intended to. draw the United 
States into recognition of the Huerta gov- 
ernment threugh fear of Mexican relations 
with Japan. fe 

The news that Mr. Lind and Mini&:r 
Gamboa had established unofficial relations 
today by a personal meeting, brought en- 
couragement to administration officials here.

GIRL TESTIFIES © 
AT DIGGS TRIAT, 


Witness Says She and, Chum 
Were Coerced Into Eloping 
by Threats of Arrest, 


DESCRIBES TRIP TO RENO. 
Police Chief Tells of Raid on 
Bungalow and Seizure of 
Four Persons. 


San Francisco, Cal., Aug. 12.—[Special.)—A 
crowd in the courtroom today heard Marsha 
Warrington tell her vérsion of the trip 
which she, Maury I. Diggs, Lola Norris, and 
f£, Drew Caminetti made to Reno, which re- 
sulted in the indictment of the two men 
under the Mann act and ied to a scaridal 
which reached the floor of the Bational con- 
gress, 

The’ girl swore that she and Miss Norris 
were coerced into making the trip by the 
two men, who used as their chief argument 
the threat that unless they left town the 
fathers of the two men would prosecute the 
girls and that there were warrants out 
against them. She said marriage was prom- 
ised, although she knew both men already 
were married. 


‘Told They Must Leave; 

Miss Warrington, in beginning her testi- 
mony, said she was 20 years old and lived 
with her father and stepmother. 

“I have known Maury I. Diggs since last 
September, and we were close friends,’ she 
continued. ‘‘ Two weeks before we left for 
Reno, while Drew Caminetti, Miss Norris, 
and I were riding with Diggs in his machine, 
he told me there was a scandal about to be 
published about the four of us and that we 
would have to leave town. 

“Miss Norris was told, and Caminetti 
joined Diggs in urging that we leave imme- 
diately. They told us that we would be ar- 
rested.”’ 

“Did you know that Diggs and Caminetti 
were tharfried at that time? ’’ she was asked. 

* Yes, and Miss Norris knew it, too. Diggs 
told me his relations with his wife were un- 
pleasant. He said he cared for me more than 
he did for his wife, and I believed him when 
he said he would get a divorce and marry 
me. Caminetti told Lola the same- thing.”’ 


Describes Threats of Arrest. 

The witness was asked about threats of 
arrest. 

“The men told us Digg'’s father and Cam- 
inetti’s father were going to prosecute. us 
two,”’ she said,’’ and that Diggs senior was 
giving an attorney named Harris large sums 
of money to keep the story out of the papers. 

“We said we could not go. I said I could 
not go away from father, that it would kill 
him. Diggs said it would all come out any- 
way and that my father would know sooner 
or later, and that we had better go. Miss 
Morris told them it would kill her mother, 
put they kept urging us to go immediately. 

‘‘ On Saturday, March 8, Diggs, called Lola, 
Caminetti, and me to a café, told us his father 
was coming up from Berkeley the following 
Monday to put Caminetti in jail and have us 
prosecuted. He said we would have to leave 
right away. We protested, but after three 
or four hours consented to go. 


Forbidden to Back Out. 


‘The next day we tried to back out. We 


‘said we would just‘as soon stay and take 


chances on the scandal. They told us we 
could not back out and at midnight we went 
to the station. Diggs told us to wait while 
he went over and bought the four tickets. 

“We got into a Pullman car and Diggs 
engaged a drawing room.

Physicians Say They Did Not At- 
tend Inquest Because Not 
Summoned. 


The police have been asked to reopen the 
investiwation of the death of Jan N. de 
Latour, reputed a titled Austrian, who died 
last Friday at 1520 North Wood street and 
was declared by the coroner's jury a suicide. 

The reopening of the case is due to a let- 
ter written by De Latour a short time before 
his death, appealing to his fraternal society 
**in case of a catastrophe "’ to conduct an in- 
vestigation. 

It now develops that before he died De 
Latour, screaming in pain from his poisoning, 
accused a member of his family. He resist- 
ed, however, the efforts of a physician to 
give him an emetic or aid him in other ways. 
He died a few hours later. 

Neither of two physicians in the case was 
summoned to the inquest. They did not re- 
port to the police because they expected te 
be called by the coroner. 


Dr. Tir Expected Inquiry. 

“I remained in my office all day Satur- 
day purposely,”’ said Dr. Morris I. Tir. 1756 
West North avenue. ‘“] knew the inquest 
was to be held and was ready to tell wha{ I 
knew. I fully expected an inquiry.” 

Dr. Tir mentioned specifically the uncon- 
cern exhibited by the wife during her hus- 
band’s suffering. He said she spent twenty 
minutes getting him the hot water he begged 
for immediately. A similar story is told by 
Dr. Carl Hattermann, 2511 North Sawyer 
avenue, who examined the dying man for a 
few minutes and then called Dr. Tir. The 
language of the soit from the dead man is 
singularly pointed.’ 

“In view of the threatened dilicer to me 
from the side of my family, and in the name 
of sacrament, of justice, love of fellow man, 
and sound laws,” it read, “I sincerely beg 
in case of a catastrophe to me to appoint a 
special committee to take up my case and 
enable meto consult with Attorney Mr. Kacz- 
marek.’’ 

The letter was addressed to the Society of 
King John IIl., one of these in the Poiish 
National alliance. It arrived on Saturday 
and was opened at the meeting that nicht 
several hours after the inquest had deolared 
De Latour a suicide. The inquiry was under 
way in a few hours. 


Widow Not Yet Questioned. 

So far the widow has not been questioned. 

Mrs. De Latour, when the police went to her 
house, had been gone for three hours. She 
had taken two of her sons and gone to con- 
sult with Attorney John Prebis, according 
to Bogusla De Latour, 13 years old, another 
son. 

The latter was questioned by the detec- 
tives and told a story which they declared 
indicated that he had been “* coached.” 

“My father and my mother quarreled on 
Wednesday and he left that night and slept 
in the basement,” said the boy. “ The next 
day papa called me into his room and seid 
that he inteynded to kill himself and for me 
to keep still about it.~ 


Drank Tea Made by Wife. 

“On Friday he drank some tea which my 
mother had made and soon became sick. 
My mother sent me to a drug store to get a 
doctor and I returned with two of them. As 
I was leaving my father said, ‘ Get an ambu- 
lance and take me toa hospital.’ 

‘When the doctors came my father point- 
ed at my mother and aaid, ‘ She has poisoned 
me.’ ’’ 

De Latour came to Chicago seven years 
ago with a degree from Cracow university 
and a title, he said, inherited from a long line 
of ancestors. The family, as the name in- 
dicates, originally was French, but had long 
lived in Austria and Poland. 


Tries to End His Life.

New York, Aug. 12.—[Special.)—It was 
learned today that President Wilson has de- 
cided to nominate Henry Morgenthau of New 
York for the post of ambassador to Turkey. 
The nomination will be sent to the senate in 
a day or two. 

It was understood early in June that a 
tender of the ambassadorship at Constantino- 
ple had been made to Mr. Morgenthau and 
at that time he paid a visit to the president. 
Mr.-Morgenthau indicated, ft was said, that 
he wanted no diplomatic post, although it 
was believed that the president hoped that he 
might change his mind. 

Although Mr. Morgenthau takes an active 
interest in public affairs, he has never held 
His interest in politics, how- 
ever, has been pronounced since the Tilden 
cumpaign, when he stumped the east side 
for the Democratio candidate for the presi- 
dency. 


Plan Fusion in Dlinois. 

Washington, D. C., Aug. 12.—[Special.}]— 
An attempt to bring about fusion of the 
Progressive and Republican parties in Illi- 
nois is involved in the forthcoming election 
of a Republican congressional committeeman 
for that state. 

Representative Britten of Chicago an- 
nounced today that he would oppose the 
selection of any committeeman who would 
not pledge himself to work for such fusion. 
There are only four Republicans in the lili- 
nois delegation—Madden, Mann, Britten, and 
McKenzie. Mr. Mann hag indicated he is 
too busy to perform the duties of congression- 
al committeeman, and McKenzie does not 
want the place, so the selection is a choice 
of Madden or Britten. 

**In Chicago and Cook county,” Britten 
said, ‘“‘the uniting of the two parties and 
the nominating of a singlé ticket will be the 
only protection of our citizens from the 
costly extravagances indulged in by Demo- 
cratic officials since they have taken the reins 
of government. The two parties should 
agree 9n a complete fusion ticket, made up 
of the best candidates from each party, for 
in this direction only lies safety and the only 
means of bringing an end to Democratic 
misrule in the county and state.”

Gov. O’Neal of Alabama Ignores

ACTION TERMED ILLEGAL. 


Democratic Leaders Hold Governor 
Lacked Authority. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 12.—[{Special.]— 
Congressman Henry D. Clayton of Alabama, 
who late this afternoon was appointed United 
States senator by Gov. O’Neal, may be de- 
nied a seat in the senate. 

In naming Mr. Clayton to fill the vacancy 
created by the death of Senator Joseph F. 
Johnston Gov. O’Neal disregarded the advice 
of the Democratic leaders and lawyers of the 
senate, who had held that the governor could 
not appoint a senator without exprese au- 
thority from the Alabama legislature. This 
opinion was based on the seventeenth amend- 
ment to the federal constitution. 


Overman Sees Denial of Seat. 

It was predicted tonight that when Mr. 
Clayton presents his credentials as a senator 
objections would be raised immediately and 
the credentials would go to the committee on 
privileges and elections for a report. 

“It is my opinion that Mr. Clayton will 


not be seated,” said Senator Overman, act- | 


ing chairman of the judiciary committee. 
The members of the committee also had ad- 
vised Gov. O'Neal against making the ap- 
pointment. 


Gov. O’Neal Defends Appointment. 

Montgomery, Ala., Aug. 12.—Gov. O'Neal 
tonight defended his action in appointing 
Henry D. Clayton as United States senator. 
He recounted the election of Senator John- 
ston for a term of six years prior to the 
adoption and ratification of the seventeenth 
amendment. He mentions that under the 
United States constitution prior to the rati- 
fication of the seventeenth amendment, va- 
cancies occurring in the sengte could be 
filled promptly by appointment. 

He points out that it was provided that the 
amendment “ should not be so construed as 
to affect the election of any senator chosen 
before it became valid as a part of the con- 
stitution.”

Salt Lake City, Utah, Aug. 12.—Four by- 
standers were shot seriously and three others 
less seriously wounded in a riot in East Sec- 
ond South street tonight, when a special 
policeman waved am American flag in the 
face of an I. W. W. orator. 

The shooting was done by members of the 
I. W. W., four of whom were arrested, 
charged with inciting a riot. Before the po- 
lice and fire departments finally succeeded 
in clearing the street, however, more than a 
score of arrests had been made. 


Driven Out of Minot. 

Minot, N. D., Aug. 12.—A band of fifty-nine 
Industrial Workers of the World was sur- 
rounded by a sheriff's posse and citizens to- 
night and marched out of town with instruc- 
tions not to return.

THIRD FLOOR, SOUTH ROOM.: 
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Tadre’s Penal 
Philosophy. 


BY I. H. FAIRFIELD. 

ABRIEL TADRE, author of *‘ PENAL 
PHILOSOPHY” (Boston, Little, 
Brown & Co.), differs greatly with 
Lombroso, the other eminent crim- 
inologist. He regards the criminals as 
a product for which society is largely re- 
sponsible, and finds them neither madmen 
nor primitive types of men born ina civilized 
age. Tadre mixes with exact science the 
milk of human kindness. He says of crim- 
inals, *“‘ Poor fellows.’’ Lombroso’s science, 
on the other hand, fails because it is pitiless. 
He solemnly discusses the shape of crim- 
inals’ ears, heads, and cheek bones. To him 
individual criminals are specimens, not un- 

fortunate men. : 


_— 

“Criminals are human beings, not mon- 
asters, or if they seem like monsters it is of 
your own making, Society,’ is the ultimate 
teaching of modern criminology. It does not 
suffice that one should be intellectually Chris- 
tian, like Tolstoi, although he went a great 
distance. In “A Man’s World” an inter- 
ested individual goes to a meeting of crim- 


Inologists. He hears them discuss soberly the 


shapes of criminals’ ears, their heads, their 
cheek bones. He is disgusted with their men- 
tal attitude toward human beings, for seem- 
ingly they do not think of them as belonging 
to their order. This individual in ‘“‘A Man's 
World” decides that all their science is 
futile because it is not kind. It is because 
Tadre is understanding thet his science out- 
weighs all of dissecting table evidences, de- 
ductions from the microscope, tabular form- 
nlas, and principles taken from such data. 
One by one he smashes with no uncertain 
logical hammers each of the rigid formulas 
which Lombroso deduced from his ruthless 
studies of facial characteristics and geneal- 
ogies of criminals. Tadre proves that the 
Italian scientist and all nineteenth century 
criminologists exhausted themselves in sci- 
ence unmixed with saving love.

A prominent Russian visiting England 
once said: 

“There is more freedom in prisons in Rus- 
sia than in England outside.” 

The prisons to which he referred were the 
very worst type of old prisons. They were 
more or less like pens for “‘ porkers.” But 
the great spirit of freedom was in them, for 
the prisoners could beg from the windows, 
write novels if they wished, or read the 
Bible. The new prisons produced by nine- 
teenth century criminology are sanitary; sci- 
entific, and tidy little cells, but they are fully 
as bad in their effect as the insanitary and 
unscientific Russian prisons which allowed 
the prisoners liberties within the wells. 


~o- 

Tadre shows that at present we can do 
much toward removing the causes of crime 
by electing judges who have no narrow 
judicial view of criminals, but who know 
how to deal with criminals individually, re- 
alizing that early environment, heredity, 
and individual characteristics make great 
differences in the remedies to be applied to 
individual criminals. The surroundings of 
his youth, his emotional temperament, his 
present home and other influencing circum- 
stances in the criminal’s career should be 
considered by the worthy judge. He very 
angrily argues against a system by which 
a criminal is fined for the benefit of the 
state rather than for the one who has been 
wronged. He is antagonistic to the death 
penalty. He shows that the habitual crim- 
inal is partly the result of his own first crime 
and the punishment of it; that the public 
shame which has been cast upon him makes 
him who has been punished severely for a 
first offense a different man mentally, a man 
who feels that all bonds between him and 
citizens have been broken. He naturally 
drifts to the criminal class and becomes @ 
part of it, for he is an outcast.

While Tadre shows that it is impossible 
not to punish the criminal, yet one cannot 
lay down the book without a feeling of pity 


for criminals in general and a great over- | 


powering sense of the hidden psychological 
and g#ociological causes which remove these 


_men from the best things of life 


It is @ saddening book to the reader of 
sentiment because one cannot help feeling 
that society has been greatly responsible 
for the production of these miserable ones. 
and that an almost irresistible number of 
circumstances have driven them to their 
outcast condition. Yet it must not be gith- 
ered that Tadre wholly believeg in determin- 
ism. In fact, he keeps a happy balance be- 
tween that and free will. wae 

As an original thinker in three separate 
lines or fields of knowledge—psychology, so- 
ciology, and criminology—he was successful, 
yet he also pursued with much success the. 
careers of magistrate, statistician, and pro- 
fessor of political science.

Coleridge’s Memoirs. 


VOLUME of interesting reminiscence 


about many very great people indeed 
is ‘“‘ MEMORIES,” by the Hon. Steph- 
en Coleridge, who is himself “the 
grandson, the son, and the brother of 
threa judges of my house, and the great- 
great-nephew of the poet.” Early the lad 
came in touch with the famous folk who [re- 
quented his distinguished father’s home, and 
all his life was stamped by these and later 
happy associations. The chapters read like 
the roll call of nineteenth century genius— 
Matthew Arnold, Cardinal Newman, Gen. 
Booth, Dean Stanley, Sir William Boxall, 
Browning, Jenny Lind, Lowell, Ruskin, Giac- 
stone, Disraeli, Labouchere—with distinctly 
personal anecdotes or descriptions concern- 
ing each one, these and many more, such as: 
**Many of Whistler’s pictures were some- 
what indebted to the climate of London, as 
well as to the brush of the artist for their 
ultimate effect. Painted originally on rough 
unprepared canvas, they were placed round 
the back garden at the White House on a 
slope, face upwards, on days when London 
fog and smoke were combined with a’ driz- 
zling rain. By this device the steady fall of 
smuts was affixed by the drizzle unifornfly 
over the picture, imparting to it that familiar 
dark and obscure’ finish so precious to the 
admirers of his work. 
“It was one of his notable aphorisms that 
‘the perfect work of art is only finished 
when all signs of the means whereby it was 


produced have disappeared,’ and it is certain 


that only to those who had overlooked his 
back garden were the means whereby, he 
produced some of his pictures precisely re- 
vealed.” 

The book is brimful of just this sort of 
thing, related in easy reminiscent fashion, 
in which the casual reader is bound to find 
very human pleasure. There are several 
more closely perso: 1l chapters on the Cole- 
ridges themselves, one on the author’slibrary, 
and a final summarizing chapter showing 
how the London world has changed during 
the scope of this book. It is altogether a 
very successful picturing of “some aspects 
of the world as I ‘have seen it, and of some 
illustrious men who adorned it when I was 
younger, and whose names have now be- 
come part of the history of the nineteenth 
century.”’ 

Included in the volume are several letters 
written by the late lord chancellor concern- 
ing his visit to America which middle aged 
persons will remember well. Among other 
things he describes the dinner given to him 
by the Jjate Emory Storrs—whom he doesn’t 
name. He says the host did most of the 
talking and gave none of his guests a chance. 
He doesn’t mention and probably doesn't 
know that one of Storrs’ creditors attached 
the dinner just as it was about to be served, 
which caused Storrs to say to the constable, 
‘What, would you interfere with the Lord’s 
Supper?” 

Mr. Stephen Coleridge shares his country- 
men’s dislike for Americans ard America. 
He does not find much to admire in New 
York City or eleewhere. The amusing thing 
about this feeling is that he appears to think 
that he was the first person to discover that 
we are fond of brag. (John Lane & Co.)

Sidney Dark’s **‘ THE MAN WHO WOULD 
NOT BE KING” (Lane) is a spirited protest 
against those who by statute and ordinance 
‘yearn to make us sober, healthy, indus- 
trious, efficient, virtuous—and inhuman.” 
By the same token the novel is an animated 
pliee. for the average man, who has no desire 
to become remarkably efficient but is con- 
tert to live each day agit comes along. The 
soene of the story is Slavingtonville, “ a ser- 
tile city,”’ where “every one is well paid. 
well housed, and well clothed.’’ The king 


_ thereof was a man named Slavington and 


his castle a factory for the manufacture of 
peptonized soup. . Upon his death the nephew 
mounts the throne, but as he is a very lik- 
able young man, with all the likes, dislikes, 
and shortcomings of the eommon or average 
man, his reign is of such turbulence as the 
ideal City had never known. It is too good 
to last. 
The story is humorous and at times almost 
gardonically sarcastic. The author frankly 
‘admits that he wishes to hold certain well 
iptentioned persons up to ridicule. He says: 
**In my description of Slavingtonville I have 
intended to pillory the minds and motives of 
the pseudo-philanthropic employer. But I 
have. incidentally to suggest that the hor- 
tors of my model town will be the inevitable 
cteristics of life under the state social- 
ism to which we are apparently rapidly tray- 
eling."" From first to last it is evident that 
“ The Man Who Would Not Be King ” is the 
work of one who wished to employ a popular 
medium to air his beliefs and vindictively te 
expose the prejudices of others.

Traveller's Tales 
of Many Lands. 


BY ALMA LUISE OLSON. 


R. STEPHEN GRAHAM, known al- 

ready for his two books of travels. 

“Undiscovered Russia’’ and ‘“‘A Vag- 

abond in the Caucasus,’ now adds 

a third, “CHANGING RUSSIA,” 
the journal of a.tramp which led’ him to Ros- 
tof-on-the-Don, Batum, imong the Urals, 
and in the Crimea. His accounts of how he 
made the plunge and was “ definitely come 
mitted to the road” after leaving Novoros- 
sisk are fascinating. His interest is in the 
Industrial rather than the peasant class. and 
he shows the ideals of the moneyed Ruesians 
who await the commercial developmentwhich 
the country is about to receive. Rostof isa 
typical town, growing at a great velocity— 
Rostof, the port for agricultural machinery, 
whose main street is ‘‘an ‘emporium’ of 
steam plows, harvesting machinery, thrash- 
ing machines, cranes, fire engines, butter 
factory machinery, and the rest, all imported 
from abroad and taxed at so much the pound 
weight.” | 

Two of the most interesting chapters are 
those on Russian journalism and on the hope 
for a new national art. In the latter the 
author shows the tendencies among Russians 
to accept and read whatever is foreign, 
rather than their own literary products. Os- 
car Wilde is a general favorite, also Gals- 
worthy, Jerome, Kipling, and Shaw, and 
many of their works are accessible in cheap 
editions, where those of Tchekhof and other 
modern Russians arenot. At Sukhum he met 
Vassily Vassil’itch, the generous, the gra- 
cious—Vassil’itch, ‘‘a collector and saver of 
ideas, a night ow! of the spirit,” lover of 
books, seeker of beauty, and through his 
we catch something of the ferment of the 
minds and hearts of the higher intelligentia. 
Lukeria Ivanovna, better known as Loosha, 
is a splendid type of the devoted Russian 
woman. “She was a sort of master key of 
hearts.” And the’ problems? ‘ Spiritua! 
problems of men and women in danger of 
losing their faith, people who felt themselves 
on the verge of intellectual precipices; there 
were the unutterable sadnesses of the readers 
of the poet Fété, who lived in a realm of sor- 
‘row, saying there is no joy, there is naught 
but sorrow; or the appalling eccentricity of 
decadents and impresstonists in life, who 
read Oscar Wilde and gloated over the pic- 
tures of Aubrey Beardeley.”” Like many 
others, Mr. Graham offers no solutions of 
the mysteries of a mysterious country, but the 
personal touchesin these sketches have made 
ef them a truly:fine and delightful narrative.

Book Offerings of The Season 


Another Life of 
Wn. Lloyd Garrison. 


NDER the title, ‘‘ WILLIAM LLOYD 

GARRISON ” (Moffat, Yard & Co.), 

John Jay Chapman discusses “ the 

anti-slavery epoch, .a period almost 

forgotten yet which brought salve- 
tion to our people. This salvation the Amer- 
fcans accepted at the hands of Garrison, 
giving him scant thanks. . . It is time 
Garrison took his place in the school books 
and in the imagination of America as one 
of our greatest sons.” For, the author con- 
tinues, ‘‘ Now the light by which we today 
gee the anti-slavery period was first shed 
on it by one man—William Lloyd Garrison 
That slavery was wrong every one knew 
in his heart. The point seen by Garrisof 
was the practical point that the slavery issue 
was the only thing worth thinking about, 
and that all else must be postponed till 
slavery was abolished. He saw this by a 
God-given act of vision in 1820; and it was 
true. The history of the spread of this 
idea of Garrison’s is the history of the 
United States during the thirty years after 
lt loomed in his mind.” 

In the present volume Mr. Chapman really 
discusses the spread of the anti-slavery 
idea, which being ridiculed and pilloried, ad- 
vanced until it became a slogan in that sec- 
tion of the country where domeatic slavery 
was unknown. In the pages ofthe book 
Garrison appears as a guide more or less 
emote, but a guide strong enough to stim- 
ulate people by the hundreds. The book 
is not a biography of the man whose name 
is used as a title, although it !s sympathet- 
ically appreciative of hie work; it is rather 
a clear, keen analysis of the epoch, the 
spirit of which Mr. Chapman seems so wel] 
to understand. 
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Arthur T. Johnson had it in his power to 
afford his countrymen a fair idea of the state 
of California through his large volume, 
“ CALIFORNIA; An Englishman's Impres- 
sions of the Golden Statte’’ (Duffield), had 
he been unprejudiced, good tempered, and 
unhampered by a gigantic egotism. By hig 
own confession he “traversed California 
guided rather by a vagrant taste for idling 
and roadside observations, a manner of 
travel which ought to have produced a most 
accurate impression in the minds of an 
unbiased observer. 

From first to last it is evident that the 
author has only a sneer for things Ameri- 
can and there is always nasty, biting sar- 
casms for the “native son.’’ This inno- 
cent person receives the brunt of the au- 
thor’s dyspeptic ill humor, although the 
American generally receives more than his 
due, and one is forced to the conclusion that 
Mr. Johnson is one of those unfortunate 
beings whose fate it is to rub up againsi 
or to bring out only the less prepossessing 
wides of those they meet. 
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I have before me an interesting volume, 
“REMINISCENCES OF DIPLOMATIC 
LIFE,” by Lady Macdonell (Macmillan). 
Lady Macdonell was born at Buenos Aires 
In 1850 and was the youngest of sixteen chil- 
dren. Her parents were English and her 
father happened to be in South America at 
the time of her birth. She was married at 
an early age and returned to England with 
her husband, Sir Hugh Macdonell. Her hus- 
band’s mother, who was the daughter of a 
Danish admiral, married after several years 
of widowhood the old Duc Edmond de ‘al- 
leyrand Perigord, nephew of the celebrated 
Prince de Talleyrand. Lady Macdonell 
loved her mother-in-law, ‘“‘ who was very 
fair and very stout and wag kindness itself 
to me.”’ 

Lady Macdonell's husband was in dipl- 
matic life, and with him she held official 
positions in many countries. She met in the 
course of her life a great many interesting 
and famous people, including crowned heads 
and men and women of letters. In her pref- 
ace Lady Macdonell tells us that this book 
was written to amuse herself during a long 
illness and that she had no intention of pub- 
lishing it, but was persuaded to do so by her 
family. She writes in an agreeable and inti- 
mate manner, and while her book makés no 
pretensions, it is much more readable than 
many that are published with the beating of 
drums and blowing of trumpets.

Watch the Little Things. 

One way to overcome the high cost of living 
Is to watch the littlé things and by so doing 
the big things will leok out for themselves. Our 
family consists of my husband and self, and we 
live in a city where rents and food stuffs are 


exceedingly high priced, but we keep a strict * 


account of every cent we spend and at the end 
of the year we know just exactly what amount 
we have spent and for what it was spent. Last 
year, also the year previous, our ving expenses, 
including rent, heat, water, light and gas, lavn- 
dry and food just averaged $40 per month. We 
live in a good locality and pay $37.50 per month 
for a five room apartment which, of course. in- 
cludes steam heat, hot water the year round, 
and janitor service. We rent out two of hese 
rooms, which brings our rent down to $11.50, 
while our light and gas bill averages $2.50 per 
month. More than a year ago I purchased a 
small oven to use over one burner, and this hes 
paid for itself many times over in the saving cf 
gas effected. I do all my own baking, put up 
my own fruit, pickles and sauces, yet my gas 
bill is seldom more than the minimum >rice, 
which is $1. We live well, but not extrava- 
gantly. I do all my own marketing, buy just 
what I need, no more, and waste nothing. If 
only half a potato is left or a spoonful of verx:. 
tables or fruit, it is put away carefully and 
served at the next meal in some appetizing way. 
Every crust of bread is saved, dried, and the 
rolled crumbs kept in an air tight jar for bread- 
ing chops*and other uses. ‘When butter and 
eggs are high I make very little cake or rich 
desserts, but always keep a basket of cookies cn 
hand, as my husband has a “sweet tooth,” and 
a cookie with a spoonful of preserves makes a 
cheap and wholesome dessert, and saves nut 
only material and gas but time and labor és 
well, which is also to be considered. J. S. M. 


Suggestions of Worth. 


Being the wife of a small salaried working- 
man, with three small children to take care 
of, I know full well what it meanhs to man- 
age so as to have something left when the in- 
come is small. 

It is not only being mistress of a home and 
running it on the same basis as ‘our grand, 


mothers did, but’ we have to look at it in thig® 


time of high living in a scientific way and be 
ready to study and learn. To begin with, study 
carefully the different values of fdod so as to 
prepare a good substantial meal for a small 
amount of money. Everybody can put up a 
cheap meal, but is it a well balanced, nourish- 
ing meal? If not, what we save on it will 
sooner or later’go to pay doctor bills. Learn 
to use the cheaper cuts of meats. Learn to 
prepare them in the right way and they will 
taste even better than an expensive cut, be- 
cause you know you are eating something you 
can afford. If not acquainted with the cheaper 
cuts, ask the butcher. Always buy leaf lard 
and render it at home. It is cheaper, goes 
farther, and is sure to be pure. Cut the lard 
up on a meat grinder if you have one. If not, 
after the lard is rendered and put through a 
sieve, what is left of it take on a plate, rub to 
a paste, add flour, salt, and milk, and a little 
baking powder. Roll one-half inch thick and 
bake. Try not to support the baker. Buy four 
pounds of rye flour and bake a nice loaf of bread. 
You will be surprised how far it will go, espe- 
cially where there are a few hungry children. 
Never destroy old white bread or rolls. Dry 
them well, grate and put in a jar. You may 
save only a few pennies by doing it, but it is 
just those pennies, thoughtlessly spent, that 
bring us outside of our income. Always save 
the grease left from meats and learn to use it 
in cooking. Save sauce and all bones from 
meats. Use in making potato soup. It is de- 
licious and costs almost nothing. Do not throw 
leftover potatoes away just because there are 
only a few. They will come in handy next 
day. When you have a fire in your cook stove 
do not use the gas stove for cooking just be- 
eause you came home late. See to it that you 
come on time. Ironing day, try to make good 
use of your oven. Sift carefully your ashes. 


A small tear costs less to be repaired and 
saves the child from possible sickness by hav- 
ing wet feet. With clothes, the same, Never 
throw an old dress away. Examine it care- 
fully. You can make it over for your little girl. 
Add a little trimming and no one will be the 
wiser. If you happen to have small flour bags, 
rip, sOak in kerosene to remove the letters, and 
make into handkerchiefs for the children. If 
lost, the loss is small. Large flour bags make 
into dish towels. Salt bags sew together and 
make dish rags. If you do not know how to 
sew, buy a pattern and learn how. It is easy. 
You can then have two dresses in place of one. 
Watch sales, but beware! Buy only what you 
know you have immediate use for.

Utilizing “ Leftovers.” 


The high cost of living can only be reduced 
by the cotperation of the heads of the house- 
hold. Ht is impossible for one member of the 
family alone to accomplish anything if the .cn- 
tire adult membership does not work in union. 
Live simply. Use fresh food, but buy only what 
is needed at a time Go to the best and cheap- 
est market man or grocer. Use in hash, cro- 
quettes or soups the leftever pieces of meat, or 
if you buy cheaper cuts, they can be utilized in 
that way and make the meal so much more pal- 
atable. 

The soup beans when cooked properly are 
healthful and are as a rule cheap. Cook them 
as soup and they are not only nutritious but 
can be baked, not as the Boston baked beans, if 
you are hurried, for they are baked with >it 
boiling and take more time. Simply use the 
boiled beans, putting them in a baking dish, or 
pan, with a small quantity of molasses. Thvy 
are quite appetizing and very cheap. Hominy 
goes a long way also for the money expended, 
You will find that by providing vegetables your 
meat bill will be greatly reduced, thereDy cheap- 
ening the meal. I have a friend who never iloes 
her marketing until the last minute. The »ar- 
ket people are tired and want to leave and sell 
much cheaper. fhe does not get the choice se- 
lections, but she always has delicious things 
to eat, because she knows how to select, «re- 
pare, and make appetizing the things she »uys, 
even if it is not the best. One thing should not 
be forgotten, and that is not to prepare a great- 
er quantity of food than is usually essential fcr 
the mval unless it can be utilized for the .cxt 
meal. For my own family of five I try to pre- 
pare just what they will consume at each meal, 
as none of them like things warmed over, and 
very few things prepared in the usual way sim- 
ply to save, Potatoes cooked for dinner “nd 
left over are delicious fried in patties. They 
also make a very palatable salad. The bread 
left over makes very good cakes for breakfast, 
and if you wish to indulge in the luxury of des. 
serts, makes a very good pudding for dinner, es- 
pecially if raisins are used, or if dried and rolled 
makes crumbs to be used for your croquettes, 
thickening soups, hamburger steaks, etc.

How Prince Arthur Might Have Got Around 
the King. 


The British sovereigns consent, which has 
been “gladly given” to the forthcoming mar- 
riage of the Duchess of Fife and Prince Arthur 
of Connaught, has been necessary from the 
earliest times in England. Henry VII. made it 
high treason for any man to marry a near rela- 
tive of the king without royal license, while 
James I. imprisoned his cousin, Lady, Arabella 
Stuart, for marrying William Seymour. But it } | 
was George III., angered by the marriage of | | 
his son, the Duke of Cumberland, to Mrs. Hor- 
ton, who made his prerogative the law of the 
land by the royal marriage act of 1772. 

Under this statute the king has the right of 
veto on the marriage not only of his children or 
grandchildren but also of his brothers, sisters, 
uncles, aunts, and their descendants unto any 
number of generations. But there is one saving 
clause, of which Prince Arthur of Connaught

S INCE the death of Dr. Parsons the Voca- 


tion Bureau has been under the direc- | 


tion of Meyer Bloomfield, who is responsi- 
ble for the present splendid growth and 
usefulness of the work. To make the bu- 
reau, which is entirely supported by the con- 
tributions of public spirited men and wom- 
en, as immediately helpful as sible to 
the boys and girls of Boston close con- 
nection has been formed with the public 
school system. From the teaching. force 
in every school building in the city, except 
those containing only primary grades, two 
teachers have been chosen to act as voca- 
tion counselors. 

Twice a month during the school year 
these counselors meet at the office of the 
Vocation Bureau to discuss the opportuni- 
ties offered by various trades and profes- 
sions in Boston; to talk over how far the pub- 
lic schools are fitting boys and girls to take 
advantage of the various opportunities and 
to get advice as to individual cases of pu- 
pils who have asked help in deciding what 
work they are best fitted to undertake, 
One-half of the counselors deal with chil- 
dren who have graduated from the grammar 
echool and the others with those who have 
dropped out before graduation. 

oe: 
O help the counselors to reach wise 
decisions the bureau employs a skilled 
investigator whose whole time is spent in 
preparing and publishing in pamphlet form 
careful studies of the department store, the 


! shoe factory, the restaurant, and other busi- 


ness enterprises, setting forth in detail the 
various classes of employés, the hours of 
work, the average wages paid in the sev- 
eral kinds of work, and the chances for 
promotion in each. The counselors are ex- 
pected to visit the pupils in their homes, 
to advise with the parents and to observe 
what home influences are for or against 
success in a chosen line of work. 

The bureau also conducts a course of 
training for vocational counselors, which 
teachers from ten or a dozen high schools 
in Massachusetts are attending during the 
current year. At the summer school of 
Harvard university Mr. Bloomfield has alsy 
conducted for the last two years a course 
of the same kind and it has attracted stu- 
dents from more than a hundred colleges, 
social centers, and even large business 
concerns. Among the latter is the Western 
Blectric company of Chicago.

O far the bureau has not adopted any 
of the mechanical apparatus or instru- 
ments by the use of which some students 
of psychology think that they can get a 
fairly accurate line on the natural aptitudes 
of any person. They know that they are 
helping to create a new and very difficult 
science and they prefer to go slowly. It is 


one thing to measure or weigh or test the } 


strength of a piece of metal; it is a different 
and vastly more difficult matter to attempt 
to plumb the possibilities of a human being. 

For the present the bureau is satisfied 
to study the waste which attends the pass- 
ing of young people from school to work 
and to assist in experiments intended to 
prevent this waste; to help parents, teach- 
ers, and children to choose and advance in 
a chosen life work; to work out a program 
of cotperation between schools and vari- 
ous occupations; to publish yorational stud- 
ies of various occupations, and to train voca- 
tional counselors, who may not only assist 
young people to find work for which they 
are suited but also help employers to find the 
right kind of people for the work they have 
to offer. 

Meanwhile in and out of the offices of 
the bureau on Beacon street in Boston 
passes a daily stream of ambitious young 
men and women, each anxious to talk over 
with Mr. Bloomfield or with his associate 
and assistant, Frederick J. Allen, the indi- 
vidual problem of what job to look for and 
where to find it. One has only to listen for 
an hour to the earnestness and ambition 
shown by the youthful callers to realize that

Tt fs not at all an unpleasant sensation to 
walk into a manicure shop, sit down opposite 
a@ pretty maid, and let her dally with your 
fingertips for a half hour or so.

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WOMAN REMANDED 
AS FLAT BURGLAR 


Court Holds Visitor Surprised 
in Apartment for Action 
of Grand Jury. 


NO THEFT CHARGED HER. 


Mrs. Richard Day of 2224 South Robey 
street was held to the grand jury yesterday 
on a charge of burglary, following an un- 
bidden visit on Tuesday last to the flat of 
Mrs. Evelyn Dunning at 1539 West Harrison 
street. She testified her being in the apart- 
ment was merely accidental. 

Assistant State's Attorney Smejkal intro- 
duced no testimony to controvert that state- 
ment,but insisted to the court that a burglary 
had been comrfitted and that Mrs. Day was 
in the flat at ompear the time. Two police- 
women, Mrs. Clara Olson, and Mrs. Fannie 
Willsey, who sat on the bench behind the 
judge, both gave audible gasps of astonish- 
ment when the woman was held on the evi- 
dence. 

Mrs. Day was married three months ago. 
Since then her husband had been driving a 
city pay car for an automobile company. 
On Tuesday, because his hours didn't suit his 
bride, he set out to seek another job. While 
he was out, Mra, Day, according to her testi- 
mony, went to look for a friend at an address 
similar to that of Mrs. Dunning’s flat. 


Explains Presence in Flat. 

“On arriving at the flat,’’ she testified, “I 
was met by a mancoming out. I rang the 
bell and there was no answer. I stepped 
inside to call some one when the door closed 
behind me. I started toward it to open 
it when a key turned in the lock and Mrs. 
Dunning came in.”’ 

The arrest followed the discovery by Mrs. 
Dunning of a bunch of keys of many sizes 
in the corridor and her jewels in her purse 
in a place in the flat other than where she 
had placed them.
